Three Amigos 
meetup 
in Mexico 

SUMMIT Leaders of Canada, 
the United States and Mex¬ 
ico — also known as “the 
Three Amigos” — talked 
about simmering trade is¬ 
sues and the threat from 
violent drug gangs as they 
began a summit yesterday. 

At the top of their agen¬ 
da is how to power their 
economies past a lingering 
downturn, keep trade 
flowing smoothly and 
grapple with Mexican 
gangs dominating the drug 
trade over the U.S. border 
and into Canada. Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
will continue talks with 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma and Mexican President 
Felipe Calderon today. 

Canadian officials are ex¬ 
pected to raise concerns 
about “Buy American” ele¬ 
ments of a $787-billion US 
economic stimulus 
program they fear could 
shut out Canadian compa¬ 
nies.

While the folk fest has in¬ 
creasingly attempted to di¬ 
versify its lineup, there 
were a few misses this year, 
artistic bombs by anyone’s 
definition. One that sent 
me packing on Friday night 
was Raul Malo’s trite med¬ 
ley of Guantanamera and 
Twist and Shout. I don’t 
want to hear that transition 
from the second-rate key¬ 
board player at my local 
pub, let alone from a head¬ 
lining act at an internation¬ 
ally regarded music festival. 

Similarly disappointing 
was Boz Scaggs on Thurs¬ 
day. If Jimmy Buffett wore a 
turtleneck, he’d probably 
sound an awful lot like 
Scaggs. The Wailers? Solid if 
not by the numbers, at the 


risk of alienating all you 
“reggae” fans who have a 
copy of Bob Marley’s Leg¬ 
end on your iPod. 

There were triumphs this 
weekend, though. 

Arrested Development 
and the scintillating Sharon 
Jones and the Dap Kings, to 
name but two. On Sunday 
afternoon, I also managed 
to hear Linda Tilleiy & the 
Cultmal Heritage Choir lay¬ 
ing down a mean version of 
Mustang Sally on a work¬ 
shop stage. Edmonton funk 
fest? Sign me up. 

Other festival winners in¬ 
clude Nova Scotia charmer 
Joel Plaskett who, along 
with his dad. Bill, managed 
to take issues with sound 
levels and funnily make 
them become part of his 
set’s narrative. Equally win¬ 
ning were the duo of Gurf 
Morlix and Sam Baker, who, 
between singing dusty old 
songs about Texas, told 
some of the worst knee- 
slappers imaginable. Rous¬ 
ing stuff. 

Like beer-weaiy trips on 
the Gallagher Park hillside, 
the 30th-annual folk fest 
had its ups and downs. And 
with it ending. I’m a little 
saddened — and already 
looking forward to next 
year.

Dogs as 
intelligent 
as toddlers: 
Researcher 

PSYCHOLOGY Dog owners, 
stare deep into the eyes of 
your fur-covered compan¬ 
ion and ask yourself, what 
do you actually see? 

“The big battle is 
whether they are little peo¬ 
ple in fur coats or dumb, 
unfeeling, programmable 
robots,” said Stanley Coren, 
an expert on dog behaviour 
and professor of psycholo¬ 
gy with the University of 
British Colmnbia. “The real 
answer is actually they are 
... something in-between.” 

On Saturday, Coren told 
the annual American 
Psychological Association 
convention in Toronto that 
cumulative evidence shows 
a dog’s mental abilities re¬ 
semble those of a two-year- 
old child. “That means they 
understand about 165 
words and gestures,” he 
said. And while dogs might 
have the cognitive ability of 
a toddler, Coren said their 
social consciousness is as 
high as an adolescent’s.

EU seal 
ban seen 
as threat 

SEALING Hundreds of 
villages in Atlantic Canada 
that depend on seal 
hunting for much of their 
livelihood are already feel¬ 
ing a sharp economic pinch 
from a European ban on 
seal products that went in¬ 
to effect last month. 

For more than 20 years, 
Eldred Woodford has taken 
part in the aimual seal 
“harvest” on the ice floes 
along the coast of 
Newfoundland and 
Labrador, home to more 
than 80 per cent of the 
coimtiy’s sealing industry. 

But the hunt now brings 
in much less money than it 
did only a few years ago, he 
said. In April, Woodford 
and his crew killed about 
1,200 harp seals over 10 
days in an annual hunt that 
usually accounts for a third 
of his yearly income. 

“When you talk about an 
income between $30,000 
and $35,000 a year and you 
lose a potential income on 
sealing of $8,000 to 
$10,000, that’s a substantial 
loss,” said Woodford, reuters

U.S. believes 
Pakistani 
Taliban leader 
is dead 

TALIBAN The United States 
said yesterday the evidence 
was “pretty conclusive” 
that Pakistani Taliban 
leader Baitullah Mehsud is 
dead, while a senior Tal¬ 
iban commander denied 
reports of infighting 
among its leaders. 

The White House had 
earlier said it could not 
confirm the Pakistan gov¬ 
ernment’s 
claims 
that 
Mehsud 
had been 
killed by a 
CIA drone. 

But 

asked yes¬ 
terday if 
Baitullah 
had been 
killed in 
the attack, national securi¬ 
ty adviser Jim Jones told 
NBC’s Meet the Press: “We 
think so. We put it in the 
90 per cent category.” 

“We know that there are 
some reports now from 
the Mehsud tribe that he 
wasn’t (killed), but the evi¬ 
dence is pretty 
conclusive.” 

The comments add to 
a volley of unverifiable 
claims and counter-claims 
by the Pakistani 
government and the 
Taliban that have 
surrounded the reported 
death of Mehsud last 
Wednesday. 

Western governments 
with troops in Afghanistan 
are watching to see if any 
new Pakistani Taliban 
leader would shift 
focus from fighting 
the Pakistani government.

Four more bodies were 
pulled from the Hudson 
River yesterday and divers 
searched for the other two 
victims of a collision 
between a small plane 
and a helicopter that 
killed nine people, includ¬ 
ing five Italian tourists. 

National Transportation 
Safety Board officials said 
it was too soon to specu¬ 
late on what caused Satur¬ 
day’s accident on a clear 
day over the Hudson River 
off Manhattan. 

Searchers recovered the 
bulk of the wreckage from 
the helicopter in which 
the tourists had embarked 
on what was to have been 
a 12-minute flight around 
Manhattan. Officials said it 
would be taken to a nearby 
pier for examination. 

“The helicopter sus¬ 
tained significant dam¬ 
age,” National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board chair¬ 
woman Debbie Hersman 
said. 

She said seven victims 
had been recovered and 
searchers believed they

I know when ETS an¬ 
nounced the south LRT ex¬ 
tension, there was some 
hubbub and speculation 
that it would eventually ex¬ 
tend the train all the way to 
the International. However, 
since LRT is only able to 
achieve a maximum speed 
of about 80 km/h, it seems

What would make sense 
is a shuttle bus to the air¬ 
port (since a bus could easi¬ 
ly take advantage of the 110 
km/h speed limit on the 
QE2), ideally interconnect¬ 
ing with the new south LRT. 

So why aren’t we doing 


this? Well, it’s complicated, 
but the short answer is the 
airport is in Leduc County, 
not Edmonton and despite 
offering service to several 
other municipalities in the 
region, ETS is not officially a 
regional transit system. 

Thankfully, though, after 
a half-centuiy pissing 
match between various re¬ 
gional municipalities, and 
thanks to some bold moves 
on behalf of city council in 
the last few years, regional 
transit is finally starting to 
get some attention — so 
perhaps with a little luck 
we can all enjoy a nice af¬ 
fordable bus ride to the air¬ 
port some time in the fu¬ 
ture.

Investors looking to small caps fo^JccIs, 

Signs of economic recovery Leading to more adventurous buys, says expert S3y5 author 


Canadian investors are 
pumping money into 
small cap companies that 
they normally shun in un¬ 
certain times, enticed into 
riskier assets by signs the 
economy is stabilizing and 
by bargain prices. 

The widely followed 
BMO Small Cap Index has 
raced ahead of other close¬ 
ly watched Canadian in¬ 
dexes as optimism over a 


global economic recoveiy 
has coaxed investors back 
into stocks hit especially 
hard by last fall’s market 
meltdown. 

It’s a sign that market 
players are willing to be 
more adventurous again, 
experts say, with many in¬ 
vestors believing the recov¬ 
eiy is imminent. 

“It’s a good time to buy 
small caps. The market has

“So 
when things improved and 
the world wasn't ending 
they bounced back more 
than other stocks because 
they’ve collapsed more 
than other stocks.”

Dismal jobs statistics fuel 
slide in Canadian dollar 


RESULTS Canada’s dollar fin¬ 
ished lower versus the U.S. 
greenback Friday as weak 
jobs data soured investor 
risk appetite and briefly 
sent the currency to its 
lowest level in a week. 

The slide followed a re¬ 
port that showed the Cana¬ 
dian economy shed 44,500 
jobs in July, more than 
double the market fore¬ 
cast. 

The report knocked the 
dollar as low as $1.0865 to 
the U.S. dollar, or 92.04 US 
cents, its lowest level since 
July 30. That was down 
from $1.0785 to the U.S. 
dollar, or 92.72 US cents.

New Brick CEO moves to clean company's mess 


RETAIL The gravel tone in 
Bill Gregson’s voice re- 
fiects the long hours he’s 
logged this week talking to 
suppliers, investors and 
lenders as he moves swiftly 
to clean up the mess at The 
Brick furniture stores. 

“We were too often out 
of stock, failed to drive 
traffic to our stores and 


didn’t have enough sales 
associates on the floor,” 
Gregson told analysts yes¬ 
terday after the forniture 
retailer released dismal 
second quarter results. 

The company lost $146 
million, most of it due to a 
$133.5-million non-cash 
writedown in the value of 
goodwill and the Brick 


Group’s brand. Sales plum¬ 
meted 27.6 per cent to 
$556.1 million, while sales 
at stores open more than a 
year, considered a key 
measure of performance, 
fell a stunning 32.4 per 
cent. Much of that, Greg¬ 
son said, is due to prob¬ 
lems within the business.

Provincial money may decide 
fate of Montreal's MLS dream 



espite what 
thousands of 
screaming 12- 
year-olds will tell 
you, Cristiano 
Ronaldo’s presence in 
Toronto was not the biggest 
soccer news being made 
this weekend. 

Far be it from me to judge 
what constitutes proper soc¬ 
cer appreciation, but I’ll just 
say that I felt for the fathers 
on this day. How comfort¬ 
able can it be for a soccer 
dad to stand next to his dar¬ 
ling daughter when said 
darling daughter has “take 
it off C. Ronaldo” scrawled 
on her stom¬ 
ach? 

As I said, 
soccer is just 
starting to ap¬ 
proach the 
mainstream, 
so far be it for 
me to judge 
what fills the 
stands. 

But for 
those who 
were not in¬ 
terested in 
seeing Ronal¬ 
do “take it 
off,” the weekend’s big 
news came when MLS com¬ 
missioner Don Garber 
spoke to the media on pos¬ 
sible expansion to Montre¬ 
al. 

He backed away from ear¬ 
lier statements in which he 
made it seem as though 
Montreal joining MLS in 
2011 was a certainty, but 
stayed committed enough 
to the city to keep the 
tongues wagging. 

“The next step for us is to 
work with them on trying 
to get public support to ex¬ 
pand and renovate that sta¬ 
dium,” Garber said. 

“Without that, we’re not 
going to be able to go (into 


Montreal).” 

Just a week ago, Garber 
said Montreal would likely 
be the 19th team to join 
MLS and, with a clever 
choice of words, appeared 
to declare Ganada would 
have a third team in MLS by 
2011. 

At best it was a vague 
statement. At worst, well, at 
worst sometimes people 
hear what they want to 
hear. Or, rather, people hear 
what Garber wants them to 
hear. 

During the expansion 
process Garber had the 
habit of showing up in bid 
cities when they needed 
him the most and making 
outlandish statements like, 
“Ottawa is a favourite in the 
MLS race” and “Atlanta is a 
terrific soccer city.” 

In both cases it put pres¬ 
sure on the municipalities 
to get their stadium affairs 
in order. 

And it’s no 
different 
now. Montre¬ 
al Impact 
owner Joey 
Saputo is 
waiting on 
the Quebec 
provincial 
government 
to commit 
$25 million 
to a stadium 
expansion. 

In the 
meantime, 
Garber teases 
back and forth between 
praise and ultimatum, but 
his words are meant to do 
nothing more than put 
pressure on la belle 
province to come through 
with the money. 

If it does, Montreal will be 
on its way to MLS, likely in 
2012. 

If it doesn’t, then Montre¬ 
al becomes the next Ottawa 
and MLS moves on to anoth¬ 
er city willing to put up the 
money. After all, soccer dad 
and daughter have to stand 
somewhere.

The Gemini-winning 
make-up artist got into the 
business at 16 with a job at 
a department store’s make¬ 
up counter. She loved it and 
moved to make-up for mod¬ 
els. Lee relocated to the 
bright lights of LA., but it

didn’t suit her. 

“It got to be a little strenu¬ 
ous, because cocaine was 
very big, and (there were 
lots of) crazy people, so I de¬ 
cided to come back to Mon¬ 
treal,” she explains. After a 
stint doing TV commercials, 
she landed a gig with the 
National Film Board of 
Canada for a movie on war 


veterans. That entailed cre¬ 
ating broken noses. 

“I took baby-bottle nip¬ 
ples, cut off the tops and 
stuffed them in,” she says of 
her solution. One of the ac¬ 
tors was fellow Canadian 
Matt Craven, who currently 
has a role in the Johnny 
Depp movie Public Ene¬ 
mies. “He has a honking big 


nose,” she observes. “You 
just put that up the nostrils 
and it distorts the nose.” 

She’s “birthed a few ba¬ 
bies” on TV, with a realism 
that wows the doctors 
brought in to check that 
they do in fact look like 
newborns. 

In action movies, Lee has 
to make realistic wounds 


that match the script. “It’s a 
lot of breaking down the 
scripts,” she says. “You have 
to go to the stunt coordina¬ 
tor so we know whether the 
guy’s going to get shot in 
the left leg or the right leg.” 

Lee, who worked on P.T. 
Bamum with Beau Bridges, 
was Christopher Lambert’s 
personal make-up artist for 
Highlander 3 and travelled 
to Russia to do two films 
with Michael Caine. 

Eveiything she learned, 
she learned on the job. “I 
had no training or any¬ 
thing, but I just have a veiy 
good sense of what things

should look like,” she says. 

The tough part of being a 
freelance make-up artist be¬ 
comes apparent when she 
describes her nine-hour 
days on This Hour Has 22 
Minutes as a “walk in the 
park.” 

Gruelling 18-hour days 
are the norm on movies, 
but offset by the fact that 
with clever planning, you 
can take a few months off 
each year. 

“The downside to it is 
that you don’t have a full¬ 
time job and you don’t 
have one employer,” she 
says. “So unless you’re 
good, you’re always search¬ 
ing for work.”

Seeing your future in the stars 



OddJobi 


S ome say astrology is 
a blend of math, sci¬ 
ence, craft and intu¬ 
ition. But even Bran¬ 
di Jasmine will tell 
you the horoscope you read 
in the paper or online is 
more like a wild guess. 

That’s because a person’s 
true daily reading is deter¬ 
mined not just by their 
sign, but the date and pre¬ 
cise time of their birth. 
“They’re accurate for about 
one-twelfth of the popula¬ 
tion,” she says. 

Jasmine, 45, composes 
the daily horoscopes on As- 
trology.ca — which she also 
syndicates out to web sites 
and print publications — by 
looking at the pie-shaped 
astrology chart for each day 
and noting the different “as¬ 


pects” for each sign that are 
active that day. 

Since she’s been writing 
horoscopes for over a 
decade and has hundreds, 
she randomly picks one for 
an appropriate aspect and 
runs it that day. 

Jasmine is more precise 
when she does a personal 
reading. After getting some¬ 
one’s birth details, she calls 
on a computer program to 
make up the chart. She 
then reads from the chart, a 
process that takes about an 
hour. 

Here, she uses a mix of 
mathematical knowledge of 
what the planet’s positions 
mean. But she’s also veiy 
empathic, she says, so sens¬ 
es things from the person as 
well. 

Jasmine was born in veiy 
devout Pentecostal B.C. fam¬ 
ily that had little tolerance 
for such things. She was 
known as “sensitive” grow¬ 
ing up. 

Only when she moved to 
Vancouver in her early 20s 
did Jasmine finally get in 
touch with her psychic side. 


But it was overwhelming. 
She called her mother, 
telling her she was having 
powerful visions and 
dreams. Her mother insist¬ 
ed she come home immedi¬ 
ately and go to church. The 
sermon, ironically, was on 
visions and dreams. 

“I guess this must be OK 
with God,” Jasmine 
thought. She returned to 
Vancouver and began ready¬ 
ing up on tarot, horoscopes 
and astrology. She began 
doing readings, attending 
psychic fairs and getting to 
know others who shared 
the same gifts and interests. 

She penned the self-pub¬ 
lished book Living with 
Your Psychic Gifts and 
found she enjoyed spread¬ 
ing the word about astrolo¬ 
gy and psychic vision as 
much as she liked using her 
gifts. 

In the late 1990s, she 
moved to Toronto and start¬ 
ed working for an Internet 
company. She started As- 
trology.ca and found she 
preferred doing her work 
online: She finds face-to-

Today, Jasmine works in 
customer service in 
Welland, Ont., by day and 
keeps veiy busy at night. 
She updates Astrology.ca 
and her numerous other 
websites. She’s also an artist 
and a writer. She rarely does 
personal readings these 
days — but she will have 
one done for herself eveiy 
time she’s at a personal 
crossroads.

Workology in brief 


JOB LOSSES More than 45,000 
Canadians lost their jobs in Ju¬ 
ly, according to a Statistics 
Canada report — more than 
double what economists had 
predicted. Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty says he expects more 
job losses in the coming 
months, but is optimistic about 
recovery in 2010. The majority 
of last month's job losses were 
in Quebec, with Saskatchewan, 
Newfoundland and Labrador 
following, while 
unemployment remained little 
changed in other provinces. 
Two sectors where gains were 
seen across the country were 
in the retail and wholesale 
trade. 

INUIT CULTURE A new state-of- 
the-art cultural school is being 
built in Nunavut. The multi-mil- 
lion-dollar Inuit school, called 
Piqqusilirivvik, will provide a 
place where Inuit from across 
the northern territory can 
gather to preserve their 
culture, tradition and language 


through traditional skills train¬ 
ing taught by Elders. The 
school, which is expected to 
open in 2011 and admit 26 stu¬ 
dents who are 18 and older 
and have the support of their 
community, has received $24- 
million in funding from the 
federal government. Tuition 
and living expenses for 
students will be paid by the 
territory, which has a popula¬ 
tion of 31,400. 

JOBLESS RATE The unemploy¬ 
ment rate for Canadian 
students hit an all-time high of 
21 per cent in July. This 
summer has been the worst on 
record for student job seekers. 
Two sectors — hospitality and 
construction — that usually 
hire students during the sum¬ 
mer, were hit particularly hard 
by the recession. This means 
that many students will return 
to college or university this fall 
with an oversized debt.

ohn Hughes wrote 
many lines that, in 
light of his untimely 
passing last Thursday 
at age 59, take on 
heightened meaning. Per¬ 
haps the most memorable 
comes from Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off. “Life 
moves pretty fast,” says 
Ferris. “If you don’t stop 
and look around once in a 
while, you could miss it.” 

By all reports Mr. Hughes 
did his best to “stop and 
look around,” virtually retir¬ 
ing from public life in 1991 
to spend more time with 
his wife of 39 years on their 
Wisconsin farm. 

Although his last film as a 
director was 16 years ago 
his influence can still be felt 
today. Before Hughes, teen 
characters on film had only 
a passing resemblance to 
the real thing. There were 
the sanitized Disney kids. 


the goofy Beach Party 
crowd (who weren’t actual¬ 
ly teens) or the juvenile 
delinquents, bad girls or hot 
rodders of the ’50s and ’60s. 

Those movies were often 
a lot of fun, but none had 
the resonance of the teen 
life presented by Hughes. 

His films like Sixteen 
Candles and Breakfast Club 
took teens seriously and 
didn’t talk down to or ex¬ 
ploit them. He understood 
that while many adults did¬ 
n’t take teen problems seri¬ 
ously, teens did. He knew 
having no date to the prom, 
or worse, the wrong date, 
could be devastating to the 
teen psyche and handled 
situations like that in a way 
that had never before been 
seen on film. 

Ben Stein, who rose to 
fame as the deadpan 
teacher in Ferris Bueller, 
recognized the impact 
Hughes made. “He was the 
poet of the youth of Ameri¬ 
ca in the postwar period,” 
he said, adding, “he was to 
them what Shakespeare 
was to the Ehzabethan age.”

Master of the mixtape 

Director John Hughes was a modern day soundtrack guru

It's hard to find a 
soundtrack these days 
without a song from some 
up-and-coming indie 
band, but that wasn't the 
case twenty years ago. In 
the '80s movies often 
showcased big name pop 
acts, so when John Hughes 
included a song from a lit¬ 
tle known U.K. act in the 
opening scene of The 
Breakfast Club it made 
waves through the music 
and movie communities. 

The song. Don’t You For¬ 
get About Me, not only gave 
Simple Minds their first and 
only number one hit state¬ 
side, it transformed Hughes 
from a talented director to 
pop culture trend-setter. 

“A lot of directors just 
threw in tunes because they 
sounded good, but Hughes 
chose songs that meant 
something to a scene or a 
character,” says Michael 
Perlmutter, a Toronto-based 
music supervisor with In¬ 
stinct Entertainment. “He 
was one of the first modern 
day soundtrack gurus.” 


Plenty of other bands also 
found success after appear¬ 
ing in a Hughes movie — 
The Smiths in Pretty in 
Pink, Yello in Ferris 
Bueller’s Day off to name 
two — but more important¬ 
ly he is, arguably, responsi¬ 
ble for making new wave 
the soundtrack to the ’80s. 

“Hughes was breaking 
bands,” says Corey Marr, a 
Toronto-based producer 
whose new film. Passenger 
Side, and its eclectic sound¬ 
track, will make its Canadi¬ 
an debut at the Toronto In¬ 
ternational Film Festival in 
September. 

Besides discovering new 


music, Hughes’ ability to 
many scenes with sounds 
was revolutionary in itself 

“For Hughes, the music 
and the movie were one 
and the same,” says Marr. 
“Listening to one of his 
soundtracks was a logical 
extension to his movies.” 

“He found the right tunes 
for the right scenes and 
somehow captured the en¬ 
tire pulp culture in three 
and a half minute songs,” 
adds Perlmutter. 

While Hughes’ movies 
and musical choices still 
have an enormous impact 
in pop culture today, a lot of 
directors haven’t paid as

much attention to their 
soundtracks as he did. 

Marr says that movie 
scores are still record label 
marketing tools, but there 
are a few directors like 
Cameron Crowe, Quentin 
Tarantino and Wes Ander¬ 
son who use the “John 
Hughes method” of creat¬ 
ing soundtracks. 

And that method, Hughes 
told MTV news in 1986, 
means a song “can’t just be 
written apart and shoved in. 
It’s got to come out of the 
action. It’s got to talk about 
the characters, not the sto¬ 
ry, it has to augment that 
action.” 
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Thirty-one years later, the basterds are back

When audiences filter in¬ 
to their local theatres 
later this month to see 
Inglourious Basterds, the 
seventh film from 
art/trash flick architect 
Quentin Tarantino, most 
of them will be 
completely unaware of 
the movie's not-quite- 
Hollywood origins. 

Tarantino based his epic 
Brad Pitt starring Second 
World War fantasy on a 
gritty, ultra violent 1978 
Italian exploitation film 
called The Inglorious Bas¬ 
tards, directed by leg¬ 
endary eurotrash helmer 
Enzo Castellari and star¬ 
ring both ex-football hero 
Fred (The Hammer) 
Williamson and ex-pat 
Swedish actor Bo Sven- 
son. 

The original film — re¬ 
issued recently on blu-ray 
from Severin Entertain¬ 
ment — remains a cult 


classic of its kind and 
Svenson (who, along with 
Castellari, makes a cameo 
in Tarantino’s redux) told 
Metro about why he 
thinks it still endures in 
counter culture circles. 

“It’s just a great, fun, ec¬ 
centric action movie,” 
says the now 68-year-old 
actor. 

“Enzo was actually a 
wonderful director and 
unfortunately, very un¬ 
derrated. But Quentin 
told me he’s been a fan of 
his work all his life and 
apparently he’s not 
alone.” 

Svenson is perhaps best 
known as Joe Don Baker’s 
successor essaying the 
role of vigilante sheriff 
Buford Pusser in the two 
sequels to the hit 1973 
thriller Walking Tall (it¬ 
self remade in 2004).

This is a ridiculous, if 
kind of fun film. While G.L

1 large onion, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 tbsp (15 ml) Italian 
seasoning 

2 cans (19 oz/540 ml each)

1 small eggplant (12 oz/375 
g), peeled and cut into 1-in.

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400 F 
(200 C). Heat oil in large pot 
over medium-high heat. 
Add onion and cook until 
tender, 5 minutes. Add gar¬ 
lic and Italian seasoning 
and cook 1 minute. Add 
tomatoes and tomato 
sauce; bring to a simmer. 
Reduce heat to low and 
simmer until flavours are 
blended, 40 minutes.

4. Goat 9 X 13-in. (3.51) bak¬ 
ing dish with cooking 
spray. Spread 1 cup (250 
ml) sauce on bottom of dish 
and arrange 3 lasagna noo¬ 
dles on top. Spread half of 
tofu filling over noodles, 
followed by half of 
eggplant. Top with 1-1/2 
cups (375 ml) sauce and 1/2 
cup (125 ml) mozzarella. 
Repeat with another layer, 
then top with remaining 
noodles, sauce and 
mozzarella. 

5. Gover with foil and bake 
1 hour. Remove foil and 
bake until heated through, 
about 15 minutes. Let cool 
slightly before serving.
